NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The effect of the failure of D uncan, Sher­ 
m an A Co. on the stock m arket of New York 
am ounted alm ost to a panic, hut It lusted hut 
a few m onients. 
G rant’s cotton m ills at Glasgow were burned 
yesterday. Loss $500,000. 
Ttie new C onstitution of Spain provides 
th a t the colonies shall have representation in 
the Cortez. 
Fifty-one m ills were closed at Dundee yes­ 
terday and 12,000 operatives throw n out ol 
em ploym ent.

The Secretary of the Treasury has issued a 
call ft>r the redem ption of nearly flfteen n 11- 
llona of five-twenty bonds. 
A hard m oney convention is to be held In 
C incinnati on the 25th of October. 
The failure of Du noun, Sherm an A Co. pro­ 
duced no effect on th e London m arket. 
The losses of Duncan, S herm an A Co. on 
cotton alone exceed one m illion dollars. 
Several large firms In New York and one iu 
P hiladelphia suspended yesterday. 
Our dispatches throw som e light on ihe 
quarrel between Spinner and Bristow. 
Genera! Bidwell addressed about four h u n ­ 
dred people In this city last evening. He ex­ 
plained all about his difficulties with Gor­ 
ham , but his voice In so weak th a t but few 
of the crowd could hear w hat he said. 
“ Black Ja c k ,” a noted snfe-breaker, was 
captured by a party of Sheriffs near Davls- 
ville, Solano county, night berore last. 
A boiler explosion near S anta C lara yester­ 
day killed one m an and severely injured two 
others. 
An exam ination of the cell of J. D. I.ee, the 
M ountain Meadows assassin, resulted in the 
discovery of hatchels, saws and other Im ple­ 
m ents Intended to aid him to escape. 
Ex-Senator Finney, of San M uteocounty, 
was found dead near his residence yeslcrday 
morning. 
H e bad lieen shot through the 
head. No explanation as to Ihe cause or au ­ 
thor of the deed is given.

S h i p p e r s , 
merchants, consumers 
and the traveling public will tind an 
interesting advertisement in the H e r ­ 


a l d of this morning. 
It comes from 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany and aunouuces a heavy reduc­ 
tion in the charges of freights and 
fares. General merchandise will now 
lie brought from the anchorage at 
Wilmington to this city for two dol-¡ 
lars and a half per ton. Fare between 
tiiis city and the anchorage at Wil­ 
mington is reduced to fifty ceuts—a 
reduction of four fifths. Freights of the 
character enumerated in the adver­ 
tisement are reduced to one dollar urn! 
fifty cents per ton between the anchor­ 
age and the city. This action ohithe 
part of the Railroad Company is one 
of vast importance to the people of 
this city and valley. It will save us 
many thousands of dollars annually. 


Our Han Francisco dispatches say 
that business men are confident that 
the financial panic whiclt now seems 
imminent In the East will not be se­ 
riously felt on thiseoast. A slight de­ 
pression wiil of course be visible, hut 
it is not probable that its effects will 
be noticeable in the legitimate branch­ 
es of trade. It is forturmte for Cali­ 
fornia that thecricia has been reached 
in the East. The steady demand for 
money In New York and the high price 
of gold tended to drain Han Francisco 
of her gold, and had this depletion 
continued for some months longer and 
failures in the East followed as they 
most certainly would we should have 
felt the crash to a seriousi if not disas­ 
trous extent. As the trouble 
lias 
come thus early it will be less severe 
in New York and we shall escape the 
consequences almost entirely. 


T h e r e is an interminable war be­ 
tween J. W. S im o n t o n and the edi­ 
tor of the .San Francisco Pont. 
S i ­ 


m o n t o n is the head man of the Asso­ 
ciated Press telegraphic reports and 
some years ago the Post, man was 
sent East as telegraphic reporter for 
the Han Fiancisco Herald. The Wes­ 
tern Union then owned the only 
wire across the continent and of course 
S im o n t o n soon pinched G e o r g e out. 
From that day to this G e o r g e has 
been after S im o n t o n in season and 
out of season. Now and then S im o n ­ 


to n comes hack with a squelching 
rejoinder which convinces all that 
G e o r g e knows no more about tele­ 
graphing than he does about editing a 
uewspaper. 
S im o n t o n represents a 
contemptible monopoly hut G e o r g e 
would have been in the monopoly 
long ago if he could have got there. 


The Half Time System. 


T h e last issue of the Schoolmaster 
contains an article on the propriety of 
adopting the half time system in pri­ 
mary schools and offers considerable 
evidence to show that where the plan 
has been adopted it has worked to the 
satisfaction of all. A sa general rule 
primary schools of towns and cities 
are very much crowded. If the half 
time system was adopted the number 
of children in the school room would 
be reduced just one half and there is 
no doubt but that owing to the addi­ 


tional attention they would receive 
from their teacher they would advance 
as fast in their studies ns they now 
do by attending all day. Three hours 
per day is amply sufficient time to 
compel a child of the average age 
found in primary schools to apply it­ 
self to study. Suppose a class of one 
hundred pupils is divided into two 
classes of fifty each, one of which is 
taught three hours iu the forenoon and 
the other in the afternoon, it seems to 
us that though the teacher would he 
required to remain in the school room 
an hour or so longer each day, the re­ 
sult would he more satisfactory to par­ 
ents, pupils and teachers than under 
the present system. 
We may add 
that on the half time plan only half 
the quantity of furniture is required 
that is used on the all day system. 
On this subject A. 0. S h o r t r i d u e of 
Indianapolis, Indiana, writes to Dr. W. 
T. L u c k y Supt. of our city schools as 
follows: 
The 
half-day atten d an ce w ith prim ary 
children was first inaugurated in th e JnUiu- 
napolls schools in 18t>;!. For a w hile there 
was som e opposition to ii, but for five years 1 
tlo not recollect a single criticism of the plan. 
In a few cases p arents have expressed a de­ 
sire to have child ron at tend all d ay , hut in 
alm o st every ease, you could discover th a t 
the real desire was to have their children out 
of th e ir own way nil day rath er than half 
th e day. I could n o t return to th e old sys- 
tPiu If there was no lack of loom . T heir 
progress was alw ays satisfactory. 


A Chapter ol Runaways. 


Yesterday evening about ti o’clock, 
as Mr.Hnrmann,with his wife and ba­ 
by two years old, were driving along 
Second street, near 
the corner of 
Spring, he and his wife were dragged 
from the buggy by a rope attached to 
an unruly horse, led l>y a hoy on 
horseback. The buggy horse, having 
no driver, started at a terrific pace to­ 
wards Fort street, turning that cor­ 
ner, then around Third to Spring, 
along Spring to First, on First to 
Main and along Main towards the 
Court House. 
All this time the two- 
year-old baby kept on tiie seat, in an 
almost miraculous manner to the 
spectators. As the horse neared the 
Court House, Deputy Sheriff Burdick 
attempted to stop it, but missed the 
bridle, and the work was done suc­ 
cessfully by Spencer Reyuous, butcher 
for Gahe Alien, who held the horse 
with an iron grasp. 
The baby was 
returned unhurt to its almost frantic 
mother, who was carried home in a 
fainting condition. {Mr.Harmann lias 
a severe cut in tlie neck from the rope 
and we regret to hear that Mrs. Har- 
mann is delirious and dangerously ill.

The secret service detectives yester­ 
day arrested in New York, four coun­ 
terfeiters for making and passing trade 
dollars and five dollar gold pieces. 
It is reported that the Commercial 
Warehouse Co. of Now York, have lost 
large sums advanced on the Cuban 
tobacco crop which the rains have de­ 
stroyed. The firm has suspended. 
Jno. Mason &. Co., sugar dealers of 
Philadelphia, 
suspended 
yesterday 
for about 5200,000. 
The Postotfiee Department at Wash­ 
ington has received information of the 
failure of D. B. Grant, contractor to 
carry the mails from Fort Concho to 
El Paso, Mexico. He is supposed to 
have been a straw bidder. 
In Northen Illinois the weather is 
cold, and rain continues to fall. R e­ 
ports from the interior are depressing 
in the extreme.

Dodge was at the emigrants’ camp, in 
Beaver, warning the people not to 
trade with them. 
Smith said John­ 
ston’s army was coming and the peo­ 
ple needed all the supplies they liad, 
as they might be driven to the moun­ 
tains.*' I was a Mormon, hut am not 
now. 
C. Matthews testified that he passed 
through with a freight train on the 
Southern California road from Sait 
Lake to California in 1857. 
Saw the 
train again at Mountain Meadows; 
they were corraled there. J went with 
a party, and had a gun. 
There was 
talk that the train had been stopped. 
I was a stranger there; had just come 
from the North. 
It was said that 
some of tlie old men who had mobbed 
the Mormons in tiie West were there;

poisoned the 
springs and outraged the people; that 
some of them helped to kill old Joe 
Smith; that they were going to Cali­ 
fornia to raise an army to come back 
and fight the Mormons.

there. After being there two days, 1 
moved out of camp toward the emi­ 
grants.

He 
was very certain that Mr. Wiiite 
would accept the nomination. 
W illi). Gould was also nominated, 
and gave ids obligation to the Con­ 
vention.

OTHER NOMINATIONS. 
Nobody wanted the office of Super­ 
intendent of Irrigation, and, after one 
or two futile efforts at a nomination, 
it was decided to leave the office out 
tlie cold charities of the world. 
Dr. N. P. Richardson was nominat­ 
ed by acclamation for Coroner. 
A . J. King was nominated unani­ 
mously for Public Administrator, al­ 
though lie was not present to accept 
the proffered place on the ticket or to 
swear allegiance.

An interest­ 
ing article was read by Miss Hubbell 
upon the subject of aerolites which 
led toa lengthy and animated conver­ 
sation.
